Efterday the Secretary of Prince Efterhafi 

Palatin of Hungary return’d hither from 

Erla, with a written Anfwer from the 

Leaders of the Hungarian Malecontents, 

to the Letter written to them by the faid 

Palatin to notify .o them the Death of the Emperor 
Leopold, and the Acceffion of their King to the Im- 
perial Throne ; as alfo to exhort them to lay down 
their Arms, upon the Conditions that had been of- 
fer’d to them on the part of the deceas’d Emperor : 
It appears by their Aniwer, that Prince Ragotski and 
the other Heads of the Malecontents infift on the 
Mediarion and Guarantee of certain forreign Poten- 
tates ; to which the Court is not atall inclin’d ; and 
it has been refolv’d to reprefent to their Deputies here, 
that.to yield co them in this Point would be derogatory 
to the Royal Authority and what no Subject can rea- 
fonably and with Duty demand ; and that befides no 
Pocentate will cate to be Guarantee in fuch a Cale, 
left their own Subjects fhould make ill Ufe of fuch 
an Example ; butthatthe Emperor is willing to grant 
to his Hungarian Subjeéts whatever is reafonable, 
and ro reinftate them in the Enjoyment of all the Li- 
berties which his Imperial Majefty {wore to main- 
tain when he was crown’d at Presburg. Meantime, 
our Troops have begun agen to act again‘t the Male- 
contents ; Yeflterday came Advice, that General Er- 
beville and the Ban of Croatia marching fome Days 
ago with a ftrong Detachment to Pofing, attack’d a 
Body of Malecontents there, with fuch Succefs, that 
they kill’d many of them onthe Place, took feveral 
Prifoners, and put the reft to Flight; after which 
they return’d to the Ifland of Schut, with their Pri- 
foners and a great Booty of Cartle. "Tis reported 
one Fattay, the chief Commiffary of the Malecon- 
tents, was kill’d in this A@tion. Count Bothiani has 
form’d the Siege of Fort Fuldwahr with a Body of 
Malecontents, and has bombarded it 3 Days together 
with great Fury; but the Garrifon make a vigor- 
ous Defence, and:’tis faid that Count has loft one of 
his Legs by a Cannon Shot. General Glockelsberg 
after having drawn together 8000 Rafcians near 
Buda, is march’d to attack the Fort of Pax and the 
Bridge the Malecontents have there over the Da- 
nube: ’Tis given out General Nehm is on the march 
from about Effeck with another Body of Rafcians, 
to retnforce General Glockelsberg ; and that if they 


fucceed in their Defign on Pax, they will afterwards |. 


atrempt toraife the Blockade of Great Waradin. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 4. 

Vienna, June 20. The Count of Schonbora is de- 
clar'd Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, and his Pa- 
tent for it is aGtually fent to the Elector of Mentz. 
The Prince of Baden, being unable to command the 
Army of the Empire by reafon of Indifpofition ; 
they begin to confider at this Court of conferring 
that Command on fome other General. Great Solli- 
citation and Intereft being us’d in behalf of divers 
Perfons who are in Danger of lofing their Employ- 
ments by the intended Reform, ’tis believ’d that Re- 
form will not be fo general as was firft given out. 
The chief of the Matecontents of Hungary, have 
put themfelves in Mourning for the Death of the 
Emperor Leopold.

Vienna, June 20. The Emperor has not only re- 
mov'd Father Widman the Jeiuire, (who gave greac 
Offence in the Sermon he preach’d when the late 
Emperor's Obfequies were {olemniz’d,) from being 
one of the Court-Preachers ; bur has commanded 
him to retire to fome Cloyfter out of the Hereditary 
Provinces. The 15th Inftant the Danith Envoy re- 
ceiv'd Letters by a Courier from Denmark, in which 
the King bis Mafter fignified to him he confents his 
Treops now in Bavaria fhall ferve in Hungary. 
Count Schlick, General of the Horfe, has fenr away 
his Servants and Baggage to Hungary.

Ratisbon, June 26. The Danith Troops making 
togetucr 6 or 7000 Men, have at length receiy'd or- 
der to repair to Hungary ; accordingly the Foor 
are to be embark'd at Deggendorf to fall down the 
Danube to Vienna, and the Horte are to march thi- 
ther by Land. .

Vienna, June 23. To Day came Advice from Se- 
gedin, that Count Caroli has laid Siege to Giula in 
upper Hungary ; and that’tis to be fear'd the Place 
will fall into his Hands, The Emprefs Dowager, 
who fince the Death of the Emperor kepr herfelf 
retir'd, has begun to appear in Publick and to receive 
the Compliments of Condcleance of the principal 
Courtiers. Her Majefty’s Courtis regulated ; and the 
Officers of her Houfhold have taken an Oaih of Fi- 
delity to her, particularly Count Nicholas Palfi as 
Mafter of the Horfe, and the Count de Molart as 
Steward of the Houfhold. The Emperor has remit- 
ted 200000 Crowns to Genera! Rabutin in Tranfilva- 
nia, and caus’d 1400 Florins to be paid to 2 Officers 
who came to give him an Account of the State of Af- 
fairs in that Principality, and order’d them to return 
thither forthwith. |

Vienna, June 24. A Report is {pread, that Count 
Trafcowitz, who 1s arriv’d here from Hungary, has 
brought Advice that the Malecontents are well dif- 
pos’d to an Accomodation, and offer to come to a 
new Conference for fettling the Terms ; bur we ene 
tertain no great Hopes from this, it being apparcot 
our Courtis refolv’d not to yield to the Guaranice de- 
manded by the Malecontents, the Minf’s'y promifing 
themfelves that when the Danifh Troops have joyn’d 
the reft of our Forces, we fhail be able to reduce the 
Malecontents by Force ; they alfo expect thar feeing 
the Counties of Hungary are not ail of a Mind, fe- 
veral of them will declare for his Imperial Majefty 
as foon as they fee bis Army in a Condition to pro- 
te& them. The Danifh Troops are expected bere 
the beginning of next Week, and from hence are 
to go down the River to Presburg. The Snow on 
the Hills being melted by the great Rains that have 
fallen, has fo f{well’d the Rivers, that the Malecon- 
tents have not had Opportunity of lare to make In- 
curfions into Auftria or Moravia. Some Advices 
from Buda fay,that Genera! Glockelsberg being joyn’d 
by the Rafcian General Monaftarli, has driven away 
the Malecontents from about Fedwar ; and tho’ the 
Malecontents have already in that part of the Coun- 
try a Body of 15000 Men, which as the Peafants 
report will fhortly be augmented to double that 
Number, ’tis believ’d- General Glockelsberg will be 
able to execute his further Defigns.. The Counts 
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Erbeville and Palfi, who fome Days ago marck’d 
with a Decachment from the Ifland Schut to atrack 
the Maleconten:s thac were in St. George, Peiing, 
and Modern, found they bad abandon’d thote Places; 
and 3000 of the Malecontents who were pofted be- 
tween the 2 laft mention’d Places, fled ac the Ap- 
proach of the Imperialitts, who purtued and cut cff 
60 of them. General Oskai who with Io or 12000 
Men had Jain fume time upon che Frontier of Mora- 
via, has been driven thence by Collonel Dil- 
hera, whom the Emperor has the Com- 
mand of the Troups tha: are on that fide 5 asd a Line 
is begun for covering that Province. The Eftaces of 
the lower Auttri2 having receiv'd his lmperial Ma- 
jefty’s order co furmih 1500 Men, betiacs the Sum 
of Money chey have agreed co raile for him ; began 
on Sunday latt co levy thole Men.
